Applicant's argument that since the diode network 34 as a whole intercepts both 
transmit and receive signals none of the individual diodes therein can be considered to 
be in a separate receive or transmit path has been noted but such does not appear to 
be specified in Lyon et al and thus the examiner's interpretation appears to be 
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reasonable since as in applicant's disclosure the circuit elements in the different paths 
are connected by wiring also but considerable as being in different paths.
